ABOUT 


The Royal Fiſhing. 


p N my former Treatiſe about the Royal 
 Herring-Buſs-Trade, printed 1641. 
] have given dire&ions for the build- 
ing, rigzing, and fitting out of a Bus 
1n an experimental way,practiſed by 
the Rivht Honourable Philip Earl of 
Pembroke and Momgomery, Lord 
Chamberlain of His Majelties Houſ- 
hold from the year 1632.till the year 
1640. Which was carried on in the way of an Affociationz by 
which many Bufſes were builded and implo 7e4 by the Dire- 
ions of the Netherlandiſh-Fiſhermen, whom Sir William 
Conrten of London Merchant procured, and 2ot them Enden- 
nized, and they, their Wives and Children, dwelt here, and 
taught our Shipwrights to build Buſles after the Holland man- 
ner; and cure the Herrings, and! make the Nets, and al{ 
things thereunto belonging ; by which means our Engliſh Fi- 
ſhermen attained to all the Arts and Skill thereof, and mad= 
many thouſand Barrels of pickled Herrings and Cod-tiſh, 
and did vent then in the places wh2re the Hollander vented, 
and found current ſale, andfull allowance of the 2oodneſs - 
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(2) 
the Fiſh equal to the Hollanders; as by the ſeveral FaRors 
Accompts, which the Author of this Treatiſe hath ready.to 
be produced to any that are defirous to peruſe them. Now 
fince the printing of the ſaid Book, which was peruſed by a 
Parliament-Committee, and appointed to be publiſhed for | 
the. general dire&ion of the whole Kingdom ; whereof no 
fruit hitherto hath come to the Nation, though all generally 
approved of the Work ;- yet finding no man to put it into 
action, I was much diſcouraged thereat, having formerly in 
my Natrative made it plainly appear, that the ill ſucceſs we 
found in the way of our Aſſociations, was not through the 
unprofitableneſs of that Imployment, but in the unskilfull 
Managers thereof, and the extraordinary diſcouragements we 
encountred with ; for the Duzkirkers and others the SubjeRs 
of the King of Span in the Low-Countres, have taken ſundry 
of the Buſles, impriſoned and evilly treated their Fiſhermen, 
ſome of them died in priſon, others they ranlomed at great 
ſums. The Damage which the ſaid Earl and his Aſfociares do 
juſtly challenge for their Bufſes ſo taken, loſs of men and 
Ranloms, detention of their Goods, andpreventing of their 
Fiſhing, amounts to 50000 /. and upwards, And having ſince 
met with a Book called Britain Buſs, printed in anno 1615. 
which doth very exa&tly ſet forth ſuch Inſtruſtions as the Au- 
thor could then attain unto, which he took upon enquiry and 
information, but not on his own knowledge or others praRtice, 
onely he cites Sir W. Harvy a noble Knight that builded and 
ſet out a Buſs of 100 Tun, whom I well knew, and had ſeve- 
ral meetings with at Mr, Fohn Fletcher's ſhop a Ropeſeller in 
Thames-ſtreet, who was Partner with him in the building the 
ſaid Buſs, in 4.1615. which no man ſeconded until the Lord 
Chamberlains Aſſociation, that bevan in the year 1632, as is 
before mentioned. Alfo 1 have ſeen ſundry Treatiſes that 
have been ſet forth about this Snbje&, as I finde by the Book 
called Lex Mercatoria, Who cites one Book called, The Br: 
1:ſh Monarchy, printed in the year x 576. Another intituled, 
Hitchcocks New-years-gift, printed an.1685. Another cal- 
led, Enplands way to win wealth; and another called, The 
Trades Increaſe, inthe year 1625, And the Author of wy 
Boo 
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Book-called Lex Mercatoria, doth ſet forth, That its. not 
much above 100 years ſince that the Hollauders Fiſhing»trade 
began for Herrings, Cod, and Ling, which took its original 
from the Engliſh, One named Yiolet Stevens, and other diſ- 
contented Fithmoneers, which departed the Realm of Ezg- 
land, and went to the Town of Anchuſen, where they pro- 
cured the Inhabitants to fiſh for them in the Seas, Streams, 
and Dominions of Great Britajn.; which Inhabitants upon 
the deckaſe of the iaid Engliſhmen: took the whole Trade to 
themſelves, which afterwards was diſperſed into ſeveral 
Towns, whereby thz Trade is ſo increaſed, that Holland and 
Zealand have above 2000 Buſles and Fiſhing-Veſlſels, which 
by the bleſſing of God that above 600000 Laſts of Fiſh are 
Aaken yearly inthe Dominions of the King of Great Britats, 
And he ſaith, that one Tobias Gentleman a Fiſherman, made 
a Treatiſe, Intituled, Englands way to win Wealth ; who Caitlr 
they are ſeen to ſail out of the Maze, Texell, and flie x000 
Sayl together to catch Herrings in the North Seas, molt of 
them Ships of x 20, ſome of 100 Tuns, and others of 60 
Tuns apiece; having in them '24 men, and ſome 20; ſome 
16 men in a Veſſel, and they continue their courſe Northweſt 
and by North until they arrive at the Iſland of Sheteland, 
which lieth in the heighth of 60 Degrees of. Northerly Lati- 
tude ; and the Herrings which they take, are preſently ſent 
away by other Veſlels,called Yagors, into the Eaſt-countries, . 

ſome to-R:94 and Revel,ſome to the Narve, Ruſſia,and Stock, 
halme ; a. all Poland, Pruſſia, Pomerland, Littuama, Stat- 
tene, Lubeck, and Denmark,, Deep, Burdeanx , Rachel, 
Nants, Morloix, Cane, Rowen , Bari, Amnens , and all 
Piceardy, &c. Their Cod-and Ling is done with ſmaller 
Ships of 4o Tuns burden, called Pinks or Well-boats. Alſo 
they have a Fleet of Fly-boats of 200 Tuns burden or more, 
which be at the North-eaſt of. Sheteland, having ſmall Boats 
with them, called Cobbles ; and the commodious Fiſher- 
Towns he notes to be Colcheſter, Harwich, Orford, Albor- 
rewgh, Dunnidge, Walderſwick, Sould, Yarmonth, Blackyey, 
s, Lyn, Bolton, Hull, Scarborough, Hartlepoole, Whitthy, 
Marskg , Stockton and G1ſboron -A Newcaſtle and others

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Northwards, ce, And further he tells us, that St, Dunſtan 
the Bi termed to be the Patron of the Gold(miths, had 
no other Elixar or Philoſopherg Ston2 than the Cold and Sil- 
ver, Which by the Benefit of Fuhing was obtained ; whereb 

the Kingdoms Plate and Bullion was procured,” For the ad- 
vancement of which Fiſhing-Trade he did adviſe, that three 
Fiſh-days ought to be kept in a week, Which cauſed alſo more 
abſtinence ; and hence the Proverb came, That St,Dunitan 
took, the Devil by the noſe with his pinchers. All Which recital 
is to ſhew, that the Engliſh formerly had the ſole Fiſhing, 
and did ſerve the Nether/ands and all other Nations with 
Pickled-herrings, Cod, and Ling, whereby the Poor were 
relieved, and Trading thereby much. cheriſhed : which Im- 
ployment the Netherlanders having gotten, the States of 
Holland and Weſt-Freizland, by their Proclamation ay, that 
the Trade of the general fiſhing for Herrings, and the great 
fiſhings, is one of the rincipal Means and Happineſs of their 
Countriesand the iiebions thereof, Nov for as much as 
his Majefty was graciouſly pleaſed to receive a Petition exhi- 
bited in June, 1660. The Copy whereof followeth,

of the ex s, were diſperſed by reaſon of the 
National Troubles increaſing ; which Troubles 
having begotten great numbers of poor Fami- 
lies and Vagrants in the Nation, who for want 
of Employment are brought into a miſerable 
condition, and will periſh unleſs ſome ſpeedy 
courſe be taken for their relief. The confidera- 
tion whereof hath ſtirred np Tour Petitioner 
bumbly to preſent this Herring-Buſs Fiſhing 
to Your Majeſty, as the onely Employment for 
redreſs therein ; Firſt, For the making of 
Nets, which will ſet on work all ſorts of 
people, both' young and old, in the Trades of 
Hemp-beaters, Hatchelers, Hemp-dreſlers, 
Twine-ſpinners, 'Net-makers, Beeteſters, 
Brayders,Labourers for tanning the Nets,&c. 


"Alſo, AIDES Joyners, Maſt-makers, 


Pully-makers, Rope-makers, 'Sail-makers, 
Smiths, and ſundry others ; - Alſo the 'provi- 
_ for Carks,/Clap-boards, Coops, Clecvers, 
Hoopers aw others ; The 'ManufaFtures of, 
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and belonging to every Bufs will ſet on work 
twenty Families, beſides the breeding of Coun- 
try Yonths to be ſerviceable Mariners in ſhort 
time, the exportation of the Herring to. Foraign 
parts, will imploy many Ships,” and make..e 
greater importation of commodities, as H a 
Pitch, Tarr, Rozen,Maſts, Deals,Clap-boards, 
Salt,and ſundry other Proviſions. This Work 
being of ſo great conſequence , requires Tout 
Majeſties moſt gracions and ſerious confidera- 
tion, to be made a National buſineſs, and ſuch 
perſons choſen for the managing thereof, as for, 
conſcience ſake, may be for the |publick, good, 
and not ſelf-ends ; for if it be recommentled to 
all Corporations in the Nation, and in every 
County, to raiſe a ſtock, to buy Hemp. and o- 
ther Materials, to ſet their poor on work, antl 
to provide Artiſts to teach and manage the ma- 
king of Nets, &c. to be ſent to a Magazine, 
at the next Port a Baſs may _be there built and 
furmſhed out for that County, Town,or Cort- 
poration, and ſo in the Fiſhing-ſtafon. may 
go forth to the Fifhing-grounts «t the ; @ of 
Sheteland , here the, Hollander hath brs 
Reudewwour for all. bis \Byfſes, jus by. theant- 
nexed Book there appeareth, and returs with 
great profits to the Iwployers.

But although it be thirteen' Moneths fince, there is tothing 
donetherein ; which His Majeſty finding to greatcemiſnels 
inputting the buſineſs into a*tion,' hath now granted a Com- 
mitſion unto 36 Noble Perſonages and great Officers, whom 
His Majelty hath nominated and.conſtitured to be the Coun- 
cil of the Royal Fiſhing of Great Britain and Irelaxd,. of 
which His Majeſty will vouch(afe ever to be, and be called 
Protectors z and hath granted many Priviledges. and Immu- 
nities, as to Perſons, Veſſels, and Goods, as therein is 
largely expreſſed ; which being under the Great Seal of Eng- 
land, is printed; together with the Letters-Patents fora free 
Colle&ion over all ' England and Ireland, and Dominion of 
Wales, committed to the care of the High Sheriffs in every 
County, to be read in all Pariſhes ; ſent under the Seal of the 
Right Honourable the Earl of Pembrokg, who is appointed 
by His Majeſty to be the Treaſurer for receiving and pa ing 
out of all ſuch moneys as ſhall be paid unto him ; whi bg 
neys is ony"00 be imployed in the building of Wharfs, 
Docks, Storehouſes, and Graineries, for the eaſe and accom- 
modation of all thoſe that ſhall imploy any Stock in building 
of Buſſes; the want whereof formerly hindred the Adven- 
turers, and put them unto extraordinary charges, having no 
convenient places ſor receiving Proviſions, and-tanning and 
drying their Nets, and repacking their Herrings, to make 
them Merchantable Ware tor Foraign vent, according to the 
Holland Orders expreſſed in the Book called , The Royal 
Herring-Buſs Trade, So that now whatſoever ſhall be col- 
leFed in the County, City, or Shire, ſhall be applied unto 
that Port which doth thereunto belong, for the building them 
Store-houſes, Whatfs, &e, Whether the work of the Poor, in 
making of Deepings or Quatter-nets of 60 maſhe deep and 
40 yards long, may be ſent, and there tanned' und made ups 
and fitted ſor the Buſs or Buſſes which that County ſhall build 
or buy, and fit out againſt the ſeaſon of fiſhing, according as 
His Majefties Letter exprefleth, And becaute the ſetting up 
a new Trade in the Countries not of Jate years taught or pra- 
Riſed, will ſeem unacceptable unto ſome, yet the eaſineſs of 
learning, which is taught in half an hour to make a Maſhe - 
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the tight manner, one will teach another ; and the publithi 
of oy will brine forth thoſe that are — 
to teach all the Arts thereunto belonging ; and the getting of 
the Provitions of Hemp to be beaten, hitcheled, and Fun 
into Twine , for the making of Nets; wherein the leaſt 
child may be imployed, and the lame and blind may get a 
livelihood, and the Poor of every Pariſh raiſe by their labors 
weekly a ſufficient maintenance thereby to relieve them- 
ſelves and the aged and impotent of that place ; whereby 
there will be no ne:d of Afſeſsments on the Parithioners for 
their maintenance, if once the buſineſs were in aRion, the 
benefit thereof would ſoon appear. For incouragement, we 
have th: Hollaxders flouriſhing ettate before us, who by this 
Fiſhing-Trade commands the Wealth-of all Nations, and 
cauſeth all the Poor of the Netherlands to live comfortably, 
and nota Beggar or Vagrant to be ſeen amongſt them. For 
there is not a Maid-ſervant amoneſt them, but hath her Ad- 
venture in the Buſles that go out, and hath her proportion- 
able profit at the return of the Buſſes ; which makes them 
take ſpare time to make half a dozen of Nets in the winter, 
and fits them ready againſt the Seaſon, to ſend as her Adven- 
ture, and at return r.ceives them, and gets them tanned, 
n2wed, and fitted again(t the next ſetting out, having made as 
many more ready to put in their reoms ; and ſo every one 
looks to the pretervation and husbanding of their own Nets, 
which is a great help in the diſpatch of the Buſs to her Fiſhing- 
grounds, And that the Fiſhermen may have all Proviſions 
r2ady in th2 Store-houſes, of Salt, Cask, and Nets, with Beer 
a 1d Bisket, &c, for their diſpatch, And if the monied-men 
in the County or place \vhere theſe Magazines ſhall be erected 
will be pleaſed to imploy their Monies in furniſhing the Store- 
houſes with the Proviſions for the Fiſhers, they will tinde it 
their beſt Trade; for th: Merchants and others that will ſee 
out Buſſes, will bz much incouraged in their Proceedings, 
when as they know there are Wharts and Magazines for their 
accommodations,as it is in th: Ngther/ands, where the Ship- 
wrights have in their Docks, Buſes to ſell ready for the Mer- 
chant to buy, or to hire, and Nets, Wayeropes, and all 
Proviſions in the Magazines to bz bought, and in a fery days 
they are furniſhed out to the DS rouney without loſs of 
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time ; { that any oheUtherby hiniſalf of in an Aﬀodaticn, 
may pleaſe to make ari expetiment'of the Trade,: and ſhalt 
enjoy all the Priviledges. that are granted, mentioned in the 
Commiſſion, to make his Imployment profitable, for his fu- 
ture incouragement, - - | p 

Now foratmuch as ſince th2 publiſhing of Kis Majeſties 
Letters-Patents in the Churches, the generality not much re- 
oxrding what was read, having beeri too often troubled with 
Briefs, gave in a formal way very ſparingly ; others not con- 
ceiving the buſineſs, took ſome prejudice thereat; and others 
defiring to be bettet mformed how to'begin and ſet upon the 
Wo:k, 1 do humbly'6ffer theſe particulars following, for ex- 
plaining and mformation of the Work. 

Firſt, 1f any man will propoſe by himſelf alone to imploy 
a Stock in ſettin” out of one Herring-Buſs, the burthen not 
exceeding 60 Tuns, whichis the belt proportion, and will re- 
quire $00 1, ftbck ; for there mutt be 100 Nets fitted, which 
is, 50 at ſetting out, and 5o kept ready at return, when the 
Buſs delivers her firſt 5o to be newed and tanned againit her 
fecond return ; the Buſs may be built or boueht, as beſt can be 
provided, an able Husband being firſt gotten, that can ma- 
92 the buſineſs with knowledge and honeſty in the frugalleſt 
way, who may procure able Fiſhermen, and may ſoon be fur- 
niſhed out of thoſe ſmall Poats which are called Traules, Cob. 
bles,and Trinckerboats, which fiſh afl abont the Coaſts, which 
bzing poor men, by thoſe ſmall Veſſels can hardly-maintaim 
their Families, and therefore would hold it great preferment 
to be called into ſuch Bufſes ; and from Tarmonth get two or 
three good G'ppers, Salters,and Packers of the Hertings, a'd 
e004 Maſters who are trained up thereunto, who would Sladfy 
be imployed ; and their Art and Skill in one Voyage would be 
attained, The dire&ions of all things belonging, I have 
particularly expreſſed in my Book called, The Herring-Buſs 
Trade, to be fad at the Widow Bowrns Shop, at'the South 
entrance of the Royal Exchange, London, to Which refer. 

Secondly, He ſhall have th? accommodation of theWharfs,
